WILL ELECTRIFY THE COUStY 


It Is Now Said That Five Hundred 


Secret Service Men Are Working on 
the Case and 
That Developments 


Are Pending Which Promise to Over­ 


shadow in Sensational Details Even 


the Original McNamara Case. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 7.—Accord­ 
ing to Information received from au­ 
thentic sources, postoffice inspectors 
are tc^ ak e charge of the probing of 
the dynamiting ring by tire federal 
government. 
The reason for this is 
the fact, it is said, that the postal laws 
make possible the preparation of a 
stronger case than those governing in­ 
terstate commerce. 
The use of the 
mails in plotting crime, which is a 
violation of the postal laws, will lay 
the foundation for the proceed!nor 
planned. 
It is probable, therefore, 
that several hundred postal inspectors 
will take up the investigation started 
by federal secret service agents. 
Andrew J. Gallagher has arrived 
here from San Francisco. 
He is here 
to confer with Clarence Barrow re­ 
garding the report to be made on the 
disposition of the defense fund raised 
by labor unions to aid the McNamaras. 
It is possible he will be summoned be­ 
fore the federal grand jury. 
J. B/M cN am ara, confessed murder­ 
er, will not be required to tell his story 
of his dynamiting operations before 
the federal grand jury, which assem ­ 
bled today to probe violations of the 
law’ in transporting dynamite about 
the country. 
His brother, J. J. Mc­ 
Namara. may be called as a witness, 
although that is still doubtful. 
Oscar 
Lawler, placed in charge of the grand 
jury investigation here, is still debat­ 
ing whether J. J. McNamara’s testi­ 
mony, even if it were given willingly, 
could be used. 
Until he decides, the 
two brothers will be kept In their 
cells in the county jail. Ortie McMan- 
igal is to testify. 
That has been de­ 
termined. 


Can’t Qualify as Witness. 


J. B. McNamara, having acknowl­ 
edged an infamous crime, as murder 
is characterized under the common 
law, cannot be qualified as> a witness. 
There is grave doubt whether John 
J.’s testimony, either, would be legal, 
but that is to be settled later. If call­ 
ed it is asserted J. J. McNamara will 
refuse to tell anything more than his 
counsel wants him to do. 
It is plain 
that suggestions of punishment for 
contempt can have little effect on a 
man confronted with fifteen years’ sen­ 
tence to penal servitude. 
Rumor of further arrests 
in the 
bribery developments of the McNama­ 
ra trial were circulated, the rumors 
going so far as to name specifically 
three men who have been connected 
with the defense, against whom. it is 
rumored, the district attorney had 
completed information. 
The federal probe Into the dynamit­ 
ing outrages which are alleged to have 
been the result of an “inner circle” 
within the ranks of organized labor, 
promises to overshadow even the orig­ 
inal 
McNamara case within a few 
days. 
W hile some of McManigal’s 
story has been told, the details, the 
detectives say, will electrify the public 
when made public. 
Five hundred secret service men 
have been placed at the disposal of 
O sc ^ Lawler, special deputy attorney 
general named to have direct charge 
cf the probe here. 
It is intimated by 
persons close to him that the first in­ 
dictment^ in the investigations will 
come here and not at Indianapolis. 
The proceedings here will be pushed 
before those in the east, it is also as­ 
serted, in order that men may be en­ 
tangled who might otherwise escape 
if they were indicted in Indiana.

school districts of the state from the 
closing of schools at the first signs of 
an outbreak of diphtheria or other 
contagious diseases, the State Board 
of Health is' sending out a circular 
letter of protest against such sum­ 
mary action. 
The letter is going to health offi­ 
cers and school authorities through­ 
out the state, and they are warned to 
(dose schools only when such action 
is necessary to prevent the spread of 
contagion or when the attendance at 
the school has been cut «down to an 
appreciable extent by the disease. 
In 
the ease of a disease of the character 
of smallpox it is more often desirable 
to close the schools than in epidemics 
of diphtheria, health officials assert., 
The circular letter follows: 
“Coincident with the annual open­ 
ing of the public schools, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and other communicable 
disease increase. 
This 
is 
because 
certain children are temporarily c ar­ 
riers of the specific infection. 
Tile 
disposition on the party of the laity, 
and many health others as well, to 
close schools i n tile first appearance 
of any contagious disease, is not to 
be Commended and the State Board 
of Health advises against such pro­ 
cedure. 
“It always is a serious m atter to 
close a school, and it never should be 
done except for urgent reason. 
Only 
when closing is necessary to control 
.an epidemic or when the attendance 
has so decreased as to justify the 
closing, should it be dine. 
In Sec. 2 
of tho sanitary schoolhouse law is the 
following:” 
“Whenever diphtheria, scarlet fever 
or other contagious 
and 
infectious 
diseases break out in any school it 
shall be the duty of the township 
trustee, school board, school trustee 
or the school authority or authorities 
having control to have medical in­ 
spection made of the pupils, and all 
found iii any degree ill shall be sent 
home and there retained until the 
local health officer gives a certificate 
of health, then such child may be 
again admitted to school.

clever shots. 
There have been no re­ 
ports of any killing of them so far, 
and it is the expressed belief of most 
hunters that the law protecting them 
will be respected as long as it re­ 
mains in force. 


The partridge are nearly twice as 


large as quail and are dark brown iii 


color, as contrasted with tile speck­ 


led coat of the Boh , White 
family. 


When aroused they “ tear holes in the 
air” as one hunter expressed it, but 
they Could not be mistaken fo r quail. 
Their habits are similar to those of 
the quail, and they are said to multi­ 
ply more rapidly.

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Indianapolis, Dec. 7.—According to 
official figures at the statehouse in the 
cases of homicide in the state for the 
four years ending Dec. 31, 1910, aside 
from accidental killings, sometimes 
listed as homicides, there were convic­ 
tions in only about 35 per cent. 
The 
figures were compiled from the reports 
of court clerks in the office of the 
state statistician and from annual fig­ 
ures compiled by the state board of 
health. 
The state board of health received 
reports of 123 homicides in 1907. 
Re­ 
ports from the court clerks show that 
in that year seventy-nine persons were 
arrested for homicidal acts, and forty1 
eight were convicted. 
The homicides reported numbered 
122 in 1908. 
During the year ninety 
two persons were arrested on homi­ 
cidal charges and forty-six were con 
rioted. 
Tile homicides reported numberer 
109 in 3909. During the year seventy 


convicted. 
The state board received reports pl 
121 homicides in 1910. 
During the 
year sixty-three i>ersons were arrested 
and thirty-one were convicted.

ABDICATION OF THE REGENT 


Prince Chun Stood the Pressure as 


Long as Possible and Then He Got 


Out, Control of Infant Emperor Pass­ 


ing Into Hands of Child's Mother, 


W ho H as Issued an Edict Containing 


Some Interesting Passages. 


Peking, Dec. 7.—Not even by the 
Manchus are tears shed here over the 
downfall of the regent. Prince Chun, 
who has abdicated, but it is yet too 
-early to gauge the effect of the revolu­ 
tionists or to say how they will inter­ 
pret it. It is Premier Yuan Shill Kai’s 
first step in ousting the imperial fam­ 
ily and should greatly strengthen his 
hand at the coming conference be­ 
tween representatives of the govern­ 
ment and the rebels and promote a 
reconciliation. 
If. on the other hand, 
it is construed by the revolutionists as 
an indication of weakness they will 
surely increase their demands for im­ 
perial sacrifices. 
Recalling the character of the for 
mer dowager empress, few are dis* 
posed to assume that the reversion cf 
the nominal control of the infant em­ 
peror into feMaie hands will necessari­ 
ly make easier the dealings with the 
throne. 
The dowager empress's edict 
announcing the resignation of Prince 
Chun contains some interesting pas­ 
sages. It says, aiftong other things: 
"His administration has been unpop 
ular, constitutional government has 
not been consummated, and hence tho 
people’s hearts are broken and the* 
country is iii turmoil. Thus one man's 
mismanagement has entailed misera­ 
ble sufferings on the nation. 
He re­ 
grets that his repentance is already 
tod late. 
He wept and prayed to be 
allowed to resign.” 
The dowager empress then declare* 
her intentiaa of taking hold of affairs. 
She says: 
"Living in the palace, I 
arn Ignorant of public affairs, but I 
know* that a rebellion exists and that 
fighting is going on which is causing 
general disasters, while our commerce 
with friendly nations is suffering. 
V 
most inquire into the circumstances 
and find a remedy. I will lead the em­ 
peror, who is cf tender age, and con­ 
duct ^audi en ces.” 
The edict further declares that the 
premier and cabinet will henceforth 
have control of the appointments and 
the administration of government. Sh® 
bids the princes and nobles to be loysJ 
to them and to help the people, "wht. 
now must realize that the court doe* 
not object to surrendering power vet t­ 
ed in the throne.'’

If the Sherwood bill becomes a law 
it will increase the pension disburse­ 
ments of the government to about 
$200,000,000 a year. 
The measure Is 
now on one of the house calendars, 
having been reported favorably at the 
last session. 
It will have the support 
of practically all the Democrats and 
only a few’ negative votes will be cast 
by’ Republicans. 
Doubt is expressed as to the accept­ 
ance by the senate of the Sherwood 
bill. 
There is sentiment favorable to 
some sort of a service pension bill. 
but leaders in that body are opposed 
to legislation involving such a large 
appropriation as is authorized by the 
house measure.

McNamara, Secretary of the Union, 


W a s Arrested, Is Bringing Results, 


Washington, Dec. 7.—-A report is 
current that a warrant ha* been is­ 
sued for the arrest of Frank M. Ryan, 
president of the Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, who is 
here attending a meeting of the execu­ 
tive committee of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 7.—Many import­ 
ant facts for the grand jury Investiga­ 
tion are being gathered from the books 
and papers forming a part of the rec­ 
ords of the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Work­ 
ers now’ in the hands of the fed­ 
eral 
authorities, 
and 
the 
men 
in 
charge of the investigation are posi­ 
tive that the complete chain is being 
'woven out of the fragments that w-ill 
entangle men higher up in the organ­ 
ization than the McNamaras. 
While 
some of the papers are comparatively 
innocent on their face, they form some 
"missing links," and they eventually 
may be effective in aiding the gov­ 
ernment. 
Among the evidence in the posses­ 
sion of the federal government are 
letters and newspaper clippings con­ 
cerning dynamite and nitroglycerin 
explosics which it is said bear out the 
confession of McManigal. 
The latter 
said that John J. McNamara had al­ 
ways required him to obtain paper 
clippings telling of the explosions,and 
that these had to be filed with the sec- 
retary-treasurer of the iron workers 
before McNamara would pay him for 
a "job.” 


Suggestive Newspaper Clippings. 


In the materials seized when the 
offices abd the room of McNamara 
were raided such clippings and the 
letters in which they were contained 
were found, it is said. 
It is also said 
that McManigal is not the only person 
who w’as sending such clippings, but 
that in letters now in possession of 
the government are clippings describ­ 
ing other explosions than those "pulled 
off” by McManigal and J. B. McNa­ 
mara, and that the letters refer to 
these. It is said also that among these 
important letters are others from labor 
men in which “jobs" are referred to 
and also in which requests are made 
to send a mary to certain places to do 
a “job.” 
Tlic little w’ord "job,” It is 
believed, win cut a big figure in the 
cases hereatfer. 
A man who has seen a part of the 
evidence said: 
"I did not see all of 
the correspondence, but T saw’ enough 
to convince any court that J. J. Mc­ 
Namara and certain others ought to 
hang for the crimes therein discussed. 
, Great care was exercised in each letter 
to protect the walter and the recipient 
from any possible implication in case 
the letter came into the hands of any 
official, but they overlooked one thing. 
They forgot that the entire series of 
letters might be taken and the series 
of letters makes the most damaging 
case against certain men of both na­ 
tional and international reputation.” 
One letter in particular w’as spoken 
of which was addressed to John J. Mc­ 
Namara at Indianapolis. 
This letter 
w’as from a man in a large eastern citv 
In reply to a letter from the executive 
board of the union demanding an ac­ 
counting for $500 of the international 
association’s funds. 
The mail’s reply 
contained simply a clipping from a 
paper telling of a mysterious explO- 
sion, pinned to a sheet of ordinary pa­ 
per on which had been scrawled: 
"Ain’t this enough? 
The money 
w’as used in fighting scab labor."
